Ali the Correspondence Now Before the 
Senate, but Much of It Will 
Be Kept From tke 
Public.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The treaty cor- 
fespondecnce sent.to the Senate yesterday 
by President McKinley clearly demonstrates 
the accuracy of the statements printed in 
the Post-Dispatch repeatedly that the 
President did not originally intend to ac- 
quire the entire Philippine archipelago. It 
Shows furtlier that as the negotiations 
progressed the Peace Commissioners be- 
Came imbued with imperialistic notions 
and ‘suggested to the President the ad- 
Visability of taking the entire group. 

The President was 6o firm in his bellef 
that but one of the islands should be 
be acquired that he cabled Admiral Dewey 
asking for his judgment as which one 
should be taken. Dewey promptly replied, 
recommending the permanent acquisition of 
Luzon. 

Spain was from the first unwilling to cede 
any of the Philippines and she made 
pecial objection to letting go of Luzon 
alone. The Commissioners, with the excep- 
tion of Senator Gray, urged that to take 
Luzon and leave the other Islands of the 
group in the hands of the Spaniards would 
be to invite innumerable complications 
with other nations and especially with Ku- 
rope and with Spain. 

The American Commissioners appear to 
have been of one mind as to the wisdom 
of taking over all the Philippines with the 
exception of Senator Gray, who, notwith- 
standing he signed the treaty, held out to 
the last against the policy of acquiring 
these islands. In one notable dispatch 
he pleaded zealously against the policy as 
unpatriotic, as un-American and inconsist- 
ent with probity and good statesmanship.

Spondence, Anti-annexation Senators are 
in high spirits because of the revelations. 
They say the correspondence clearly proves 
the administration is committed to perma- 
nent acquisition of the whole Philippine 
archipelago. Many administration Sena-

Morris for his wife five years ago, and 
though two children came who should Mave 
bound them more closely together, Williams 
forgot ‘this marriage vows; the duty ‘he 
owned to his children and all else. 


The woman who was arrested with him 
was equally forgetful of her duty. She 
loved her sistcr’s husband. and was not 
strong enough to put that love away from 
her. She encouraged it, and it has ruined 
her, blighted the home of her sister, who 
loved and trusted her, and hag brought 
sorrow and difgrace upon her aged father 
and mother, who ifve at Morristown, Tenn. 

Willams and the girl freely confess their 
sin. They say they will return to their old 
home, though the disgrace may kill them, 
und make whatever amends the law may 
demand of them. 

Dempse L. Wilflams is an electrical en- 
gineer and was superintendent of the elec- 
tric light plant at Morristown, Tenn.

Murry’ wae the youngest of the girls. She 
made no cffort to conceal the affection she 
felt for her brother-in-law-elect.

Fitzgerald coached him on the examin- 
ation, using the same drawing the Board 
of Engineers afterwards used in the exam- 
ination. Tayon declined to give Fitzgeraid 
the price agreed upon, $100, at the last 
moment, fearing that his plan of exposure 
would fail. He went before the board, an- 
swered all the questions perfectly, he said, 
and was told. by..Price, Tulley_and Pril- 
per that he had failed. 

Tayon then denounced the membors of 
the board; Price threatened to throw him 
out and have him arrested for slander, out 
did not carry out his threats. Philper told 
him he would have heen given the license 
had he paid Fitzgerald the $100, witness 
said. But Tayon was too shrewd for the 
board and won in the end. 

When Folmer opened negotiations he bit 
at the bait, paid the $50 and went before 
the board.

ONE STARTS THURSDAY, THE 
OTHER A WEEK LATER. 


Gen. Lawton’s Expedition on the 
Transport Grant Is Supposed to 
Be Now in the Med- 


iterranean. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Orders have 
been issued by the War Department to ex- 
pedite the movement of reinforcements to 
the Philippines. The transport Sherman 
will start from New York Thursday with 
tne Third Regiment of Infantry and four 
companies of the Seventeenth Infantry. 
The following Thursday, Feb. 9,-the trans- 
port Sheridan will sail from. the same port 
with the Twelfth Infantry and the head-/ 
quarters and remaining companies of the 
Seventeenth Infantry. The officers in 
command of these troops have been in- 
Structed by telegraph to execute the or- 
ders for this movement without unneces- 
sary delay. Both transports will follow the 
Same route to Manila taken by the trans- 
port Grant, across the Atlantic and through 
the Mediterranean Seu and the Suez Canal. 
The Grant started several days ago, and 
is now supposed to be in the vicinity of 
Gibraltar. Gen. Lawton, who is to as- 
sume active command of all the military 
forces in the Philippines when Gen. Otis 
becomes Military Governor of the territory, 
is a passenger on the Grant. Two regi- 
ments of infantry are also under orders 
to proceed to Manila by way of the Pacific 
Ocean. One of them has already started 
and it is expected the other will take its 
departure from San Francisco withiti a few 
days. The arrival of these four regiments 
will increase Gen, Otis’ fighting strength 
by nearly 7000 men. 


POISON THAT CAUSED DEATH. 


Analysis of the Contents of the Bottle 
Which Was Given to Mrs. 
Kate J. Adams. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—Prof. R. A. Witt- 
haus, to whom was entrusted for analysis 
the contents of the bottle from which was 
taken the drug that caused the death of 
Mrs. Kate J. Adams.a month ago, and 
vital organs of the victim, made his report 
to the Coroner to-day. The examination of 
the powder in the bottle, Prof. Witthaus 
says, showed the presence of the following 
substances: Potassium, sodium, mercury, 
carbonic acid, cyanodine, bromine, a trace 
of chloride, tartaric acid and acetanilid. 
The potassium was probably present as 
potassium bromide. the sodium as sodium 
bicarbonate and the mercury as mercury 
cyanide. 

The upper layers of the contents of the 
original bottle contained a larger quantity 
of mercuric cyanide than the lower portion. 

The amount of mercuric cyanide, 4.14 
grains, found in the stomach and its con- 


r tents, is sufficient, in the absence of other 


violent causes of death, 
conclusion that deceased 
fects of that poison.

Reports from all over the dictrict and the 
surrounding camps are very gloomy. This 
applies to Robinson, Climax and other 
camps on the South Park, while a coal 
famine is alreadv existing at Wheeler and 
small points toward Breckenridge. The 
péople are already felling trees from the 
mountain sides and cuttine them up [for 
firewood. The great producers on the hills 
east of Leadville are completely snowed in 
this mornins 

Without warning, an {!mmense slide fell in 
Eagle Canyon at 10:45 o’clock, just before 
the passage of the through California ex- 
press. The slide carried the track away 
for 100 feet. The farmers are jubilant, but 
sheep men look for heavy losses. In Wy- 
oming a 60-mile-an-hour wind drifted tne 
snow into miniature mountains. _ 

At Apex, in Gilpin County, William Ru- 
dolph was the witness of an avalanche that 
wrecked nis log cabin, killing his wife, aged 
°> vears; a son, George, aged 4 years, and 
a daughter, Stella, aged 18 months. The 
roof was carried 1000 feet distant. Mrs. Ru- 
dolph and Stella were mangled under heavy 
timbers and instantly killed. George Was 
smothered to death beside James, his 6- 
vear-old brother, who alone escaped death, 
though seriously injured. The slide, 100 
feet wide, when it struck and buried the 
cabin midway under several feet of snow, 
ice and bowlders, plunged down a 900-foot 
hill. 

A special from Cokeville, Wy0.,. says: A 
snowslide a mile long near here buried sev- 
eral men and teams. All the men were 
taken out alive with the exception of Burt 
Handy, wlro was dead when found. 


BLIZZARD IN MISSOURI. 


Unusually Cold Weather Prevails 
Throughout the State. 
Telegraphic reports to the Post-Dispatch 
show that the weather last night and to- 

day is the coldest for many years. 

In the northwest, at St. Joe, Maryville 
and points along the Burlington, from 
Hannibal to Cameron, the mercury fell be- 
low zero. At Maryville the thermometer 
registered 17 degrees below zero. according 
to Government weather observations. At 
Hannibal the mercury was 2 above Zero at 
7a. m. Monday, but went down to 4 below 
by § o’clock, and has been below zero since. 
It is expected it will be fully as cold as on 
Sunday morning. when the Government 
thermometer showed 9 below, although pri- 
vate thermometers were as low as li. 

In Kansas City, where the mercury reg- 
istered zero at 9 a. m. Monday. the 
temperature steadily fell until ] o'clock, 
when the Weather Bureau officials record- 
ed 4 degrees below zero. This is the cold- 
est weather experienced in Western Mis- 
souri since February. 1895. 

Reports from many points in Kansas in- 
dicate that cattle on the ranges are guf- 
fering severely from the cold and that 
there may be some losses. Abilene reports 
5 degrees below zero; Kinslee, 4 below: 
Larned and Florence, 3 below, and Dodge 
Citv, 3 below. Fort Scott reports a con- 
siderable fall of snow and a regular Diiz- 
zard, which has driven people from the 
streets and stopped street cars. Other 
points in Kansas report considerable snow, 
with a high wind and some delay to rail- 
way traffic. 

At Sedalia Sunday night the mercury was 
18 above, at 6 a. m. Monday 12 above, at 
12 noon 6 above, and at 6 p. m. at gero, 
with the mercury still falling. 

Dexter—Possibly the worst blizzard which 
ever struck Southeast Missouri swept over 
this section last night and sent the ther- 
mometer from 238 above to 8 below zero. 
The wind blew a perfect gale and snow 
drifted badly. It is still snowing to-day. 

Springfield—This is, for the Ozarks, rec- 
ord-breaking weather. The thermometer 
registers 6 degrees below zero and thie fore- 
noon the ground is covered with six inches 
of snow.

Can Cubans Govern Themselves? 


One of the best known diplomatists recently de- 
fared that the Cubans are incapable of govern- 
mg themselves, and that the United States must 
maintain its present control indefinitely, or else 
ennex the island.

The river will be frozen 
fast by to-morrow.”’ 

At the foot of Chouteau avenue a large 
pile of drift wood had heen massed and this 
attracted a great number of men, woman 
and children looking for fue:. The place 
was particularly exposed and many were 
the cases of frozen feet and hands. It was 
so cold that it became a matter of dif- 
ficulty to breathe and the unfortunates wefe 
forced to stop every few minutes and rest, 

The ferries at the éxtreme south end still 


‘manage to make their way across. 


The river is not vet gorged above the 
bridge, but it is only a matter of a few 
hours before it reaches that condition. 
When this does come about, grand sights 
will be seen, for the ice floes now floating 
down are some of them five and six feet 
thick and as much as 30 feet long. They 
will pile up against the pliers to a height 
of 30 or 40 feet.

By to-night 
it is expecied that all the wharf boats will 
be aground. This rapid falling is con- 
strued by river men to portend an unus- 
ually heavy freeze, and one of them ven- 
tured the assertion that it would be fully 
ten days before river traffic could be re- 
sumed, 


'Persons Who Crossed the Plains Suf- 


fered Greatly. 

The blizzard has materially Interfered 
with the passenger and freight business 
on all the railroads. Trains arriving at 
Lnion Station were from 20 minutesto three 
hours behind schedule time. 

The St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad 
Co. suffered considerably from the severe 
weather. The California train was two 
hours and 15 minutes late. Passengers en 
route from the Western and Northern 
States complain of the extreme Klondike: 
breezes in those sections of the country. 

John R. Tripett, a wealthy mine owner 
of Leadville, Colo., tells about the trip 
through the Rocky Mountains and across 
the icy plains of Nebraska. He reached 
St. Louis on the Burlington at 7:30 o’clock. 

‘“! Jeft Leadville Surday noon with the 
thermometer at 40 above zero,’ said he. 
“There were just 18 passengers on the car— 
11 men and seven women. We were pretty 
comfortable for 100 miles, when a fierce 
sweep of wind made us feel that we were 
within an arm's reacn of the north pole. 
Monday morning was still worse. As we 
sped across Nebraska an Arctic wave cal- 
culated to freeze us stiff struck the train. 

“The first stopping place was Superior, 
where the thermometer stood at 13 below 
zero. The travelers, both men and women, 
put on all their spare clothes and proceeded 
to hug the stove. At one time during the 
night the weather seemed to be bidding for 
a place with that in the British Northwest. 
Now and then I could hear the doors open 
and slam in the forward cars and the 
brakemen call out a station. From the 
brakeman’s voice I judged his pipes were 
frozen. We got to Missouri and I fell 
asleep and dreamed of Arctic explorers,” 

A young man stepped from a Chicago & 
Alton train. overdue 40 minutes. His mus- 
tache was coated with ice. 

“What kept vou?” asked a friend. 

“Great Scott!’ was the reply. ‘“‘We were 
«tranded in a jerkwater town and the prai- 
rie blasts seized the opportunity toe turn 
our bodies into icebergs.” 

After remarking that it was about 10 de- 
grees below when he left Chicago, he made 
a dash for the waiting room and rubbed 
his hands on the radiator for fully 20 
minutes. 

In the second-class waiting room families 


‘of emigrants were trying to keep warm. 


There was a small colony from Russia. 
The men in charge of them said: “This 
weather is something like we have in Si- 
beria.”’ '

CAN IN MANILA. 


BOTH CLASSED AS FAILURES. 


rie 


Dewey Said to Realize That the Mili- 
tary Commander’Is In- 
competent. 


— 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—A prominent 
American now at Manila writes to the Post 
of this city, rather severely criticising 
renerala Merritt and Otis, aljeging inca- 
pacity on the part of both officers to meet 
the duties of Military Governor of the 
Philippines. The letter says that Merritt 
was a failure while at Manila, he did worse 
than nothing while he stayed, for he left 
things In a worse state than that which he 
seine on his arrival. That the insurgents 


are now in a more powerful and more ad- 
vantageous position, physically and polit- 
ically, than before the fall of Manila is 
chiefly due to his neglect to grasp the sit- 
uation. That Manila itself is wretchedly 
governed is also partly due to hie brief ad- 
ministration as Governor General. The 
truth seems to be that his heart was not 
in the Philippines and he longed only to 

away as quickly as possible, 

consider it not merely a mistake, but 
a gruve misfortune, that he has gone to 
Paris in the capacity of an adviser in the 
Peace Commission concerning the Philip- 
pines, for he can know nothing of them 
from his own experience, and almost noth- 
ing through advice of others. He will not 
only succeed in giving a false conception of 
the situation to our own Commissioners, 
but he will subject them, and through them 
our nation, to the painful if not disgraceful 
necessity of arguing with a conquered 
enemy on a question on which the con- 
quered enemy is vastly more familiar than 
our representatives possibly can be. The 
subjection of the Philippine question to dis- 
cussion was bad enough in itself, without 
this additional mistake to make it more 
hope less of beneficial results. 

“Gen. Otis, who succeeded Gen. Merritt 
as Riokecantienural has been scarcely an 
improvement. True, he seems inclined to 
do his best and is unquestionably a hard, 
conscientious worker, but he is not a man 
of broad mind or an intelligent analyzer. 
His 15 hours’ work a day are unproductive 
of commensurate results because they are 
sadly misspent. He does the work which 
subordinates should do, and some which is 
properly a portion of the clerks. As a con- 
sequence, he fails to grasp the situation as 
a whole, and petty on of genuine im- 
portance are totally neglected or dealt with 
unintelligently, inadequately, with too little 
decision and firmness and promptness. He 
has not bettered matters, and, consequenrt- 
ly, they are slowly growing worse. 


“There is friction between the army and 
navy, and Admiral Dewey, who is the abler 
of the two commanders, is fully aware of 
the fact that Gen. Otis is incapable and in- 
efficient for the task of Governor-General, 
and that the chfuntion is so complic ated 
and so important that a much stronger, 
broader, abler man is absolutely required, 
unless we are content. to make a In- 
dicrously tragic failure of the whole busi- 
ness, Admiral Dewey is an excellent naval 
officer. and has done his work admirably. 
Gen. Otis is perhaps a good General, 
though I even question his capacity for 
that. But what is needed here, beyond the 
above sailor and the soldier, is a states- 
nan, an administrator, a man of broad 
ideas, intelligent discernment and = un- 
prejudigéd patriotism, to see clearly, to 
think Correctly, to act, wisely, strongly, 
firmly, and this man has yet to appear 
upon the scene. 

“If these facts were only known and ap- 
preciated at home, would not the howl of 
the imperial extension quickly subside into 
a murmur of thankfulness? But we have 
not. as vet, committed ourselves to an un- 
dertaking so doubtful in its beneficial re- 
sults, certain in the disadvantages and 
disasters as the molding of the Philippine 
archipelago into a colony of the Republic 
of the United States of America.

“It is my companion’s opinion that there 
ix absolutely .no field for colonization here. 
No place for young men to come ‘to in order 
to make the fortune which eludes their 
grasp at home. There is certainly no field 
for labor, for there is plenty of labor here 
already. As the occupation must be, to 
some extent, military. there is little room 
for civil offices for many years. As for 
professions, there is more chance at home. 
In regard to business enterprises, the out- 
look is not brilliant. in fact, for many 
reasons there is no chance of our making 
a colony here which would provide a train- 
ing school or field for employment of the 
energy of ambitious young men, 

“Hardly one man in the army. which 
came here almost universally desirous of 
conquest and possession, is anxious to stay 
here, Many are anxious to go home: few 
are desirous that the United States should 
eep the islands, even if someone else 
(other troops) were to come and relieve 
them. My companion, who started from 
America convinced that’ we should possess 
them, is now deeply convinced that it 
would be foolish for us to do so, Here we 
have two separate phenomena tending to 
follow the same law. His oninion was an 
intelligent deduection, which was altered by 
more complete knowledge. The army 8s 
opinion was instinctive and has been al- 
tered by experience and by new surround- 
ings. I leave you to draw the only possi- 
able conclusion as regards the advisibility 
of our attempting to make a colony of this 
archipelago, confining myself, as I origi- 
nally stated I should, to the field of in- 
trinsic value. Tgnorance of the Philippines 
is great enough here: is must be some- 
thing preposterous at home,’’
